2. WOOL. 


The total production of wool in New South Wales was 546,273,000 lb. in 1939-40; 
536,908,000 lb. in 1940-41; 547,000,000 Ib. in 1941-42; 497,538,000 Ib. in 1942-43; 
537,410,000 Ib. in 1943-44, and 450,000,000 lb. (subject to revision) in 1944-45. 

Under war time contract the British Government purchased the Australian wool clips 
1939-40 to 1945-46. The agreed average price (per lb. greasy) was 10°75d. sterling or 13 °4375d. 
Australian currency in 1939-40 to 1941-42 and 12°3625d. sterling (Aust. 15°4531d.) in 1942-43 to 
1945-46 (profits on resale for use outside United Kingdom to be shared). A new agreement has 
been made for joint disposal of accumulated stocks and safeguarding of prices of future clips.
